SON OF GOD AND SON OF MAN - 
The New Testament Version of 
Jacob's Ladder 


Have you ever taken a circular 
piece of string and made a ‘‘Jacob’s 
Ladder’'? That idea was inspired by 
the Bible. Genesis 28:10-17 contains 
a record of Jacob’s dream at Bethel. 
Genesis 28:12-13a reads, ‘‘And he 
dreamed, and behold a ladder set up 
on the earth, and the top of it 
reached to Heaven; and behold the 


angels of God ascending and 
descending on it. And behold, the 
Lord stood above it That 


was Jacob's Ladder, and through 
that experience Jacob became aware 
that the Lord was at the top of the 
ladder high above man but that He 
was ready to respond to the needs 
which Jacob and his people had 

In John 1:45-51 we have a 
passage which emphasizes what I 
call ‘The New Testament version of 
Jacob's Ladder’. When Jesus saw 
Nathaniel coming to him he said of 
him, ‘‘Behold an Israelite indeed, in 
whom is no guile!’’ (vy. 47). That 
statement reminds us of both of 
ancient Jacob’s names. The word 
translated ‘‘guile’’ meant deceit or 
bait for fish. It came from a word 
which meant to catch with bait. That 
word reminds us of the name Jacob 
which indicates that Jacob was a 
trickster, he was a supplanter, he 
was deceitful. Jacob’s father, Isaac, 
and his brother, Esau, complained 
about Jacob's deceitful actions 
toward them (see Genesis 27:35-36) 
Jacob tricked his hungry brother 
(Esau) out of his rightful birthright, 
and he tricked his elderly father 
(Isaac) into giving him the family 
blessing which was supposed to be 
Esau’s. Jacob, however, 
experienced a life-changing 
encounter with God. The change 
was so drastic that God changed 
Jacob's name to Israel (Genesis 
32:28). Israel had twelve sons from 
whom came the Twelve Tribes of 
Israel. The Lord changed Jacob from 
a selfish trickster into Israel - the 
Father of God's special people. With

that Old Testament background in 
mind, we understand that Jesus said 


to Nathaniel, ‘‘You are a true 
Israelite in whom I see no trace of 
Jacob.’’ Nathaniel was genuine - he 
was not deceitful. 

If you will look in the Bible at 
John 1:49 and 51 you will see the 
heart of the Christmas message in 
the New Testament version of 
Jacob's Ladder. Verse 49 contains 
the title ‘‘Son of God’’, and verse 51 
contains the title ‘‘Son of Man’’. The 
heart of the Christmas message is 
the fact that Jesus the Christ was 
both God and man. One of the 
central themes of the Gospel of John 
was the incarnation of God - the fact 
that God took upon himself the flesh 
of man as he came in the person of 
Jesus. John 1:1 and 14 reveal this 
fact 

From John 1:45-51 I want to draw 
two significant lessons for the 
Christmas season. First, God has 
revealed himself to man ultimately 
as aman. Jesus said to Philip, ‘He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father"’ (John 14:9) and, ‘‘I am in 
the Father, and the Father in me’’ 
(John 14:10). The great mystery of 
Christmas is the fact that God 
became a man - God's incarnation. 
Jesus was the ‘‘ladder’’ God used to 
come to man. We can learn about 
God by studying the life and 
teachings of Jesus. Second, Jesus is 
God's means of making us into what 
we ought to be. We need to be 
changed like Jacob of old. Each of us 
is like Jacob -- deceitful and sinful. 
Each or us needs to be changed in a 
major way - God changes us through 
the person and work of the Christ. 

During this Christmas season I 
hope we will think seriously about 
the Christ in order to learn about 
God and in order to discover God’s 


way of changing us

OURSTION: 

How do we know 

that Jesus Christ 

is the Son of God? 


Bob Prichard 


While there is ample historical proof that Jesus of Nazareth lived in 
the first century, some question if His claims to be the Christ, the Son 
of God, can really be believed. The best record of His life, the Bible, 
gives ample evidence that His claims are true, through the fulfilled 
prophecies, the record of his miracles, and the testimony of His 
followers. 

A major reason for believing in Christ is the record of fulfilled 
prophecies. The prophet Micah had predicted, ‘‘thou, Bethlehem 
Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out 
of thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be the ruler in Israel, 
whose goings forth have been from of old, from everlasting’ (Micah 
5:2), Mary and Joseph were residents of Nazareth, but through the 
providence of God, they made their way to Bethlehem, for the birth of 
Jesus. Isaiah predicted, ‘‘the Lord himself shall give you a sign; 
Behold a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel” (Is, 7:14), This prophecy was fulfilled in the birth of Jesus 
to the virgin Mary. In His life and death Jesus fulfilled numerous 
prophecies, such as Psalm 22:16-18, which says, ‘They pierced my 
hands and my feet They parted my garments among them, and cast 
lots for my vesture."’ John tells in John 19;23-24 that these specific 
prophecies were fulfilled at the cross of Christ. Even the price of His 
betrayal, thirty pieces of silver, had been prophesied in Zechariah 
11:12, over 500 years before

Recent deer hunter queries of 
what constitutes a legal solid-colored 
Hunter Orange full-sized cap or hat 
for certain spe@fied deer hunting 
requires clarification. 

Game and Fish Enforcement 
Officer Dalton Halbrook says a new 
hunting regulation requires all deer 
hunters to wear either a vest with a 
minimum of 144 square inches of 
Hunter Orange or a full-size solid 
color Hunter Orange hat or cap 
during and in areas of Hunter's 
Choice Gun Deer Season, which 
includes all areas operating under 
the Deer Management Assistance 
Program, The same requirement 
applies to deer hunters hunting on 
open public land or on open permit 
land, whether for fee or not. Those 
hunting from a tree stand elevated 
12 feet or more above the ground are 
not required to wear Hunter Orange 
on the stand; however, they must 
wear the required Hunter Orange 
when traveling to or from the stand. 

Halbrook emphasizes that the 
legal full size cap or hat must be of 
only solid Hunter Orange. No 
emblems, logos, printing, 
embroidery, other appendages or 
separately colored panels may 
decorate the cap or hat to avoid 
diminishing the required — solid 
Hunter Orange 

The vest with 144 square inches 
of Hunter Orange or the solid Hunter 
Orange-colored cap or hat must be 
visible from any angle. 


hes Of Orange 


Open public land is defined as 
National Forest land or other govern- 
mentally-owned land open for public 
hunting. Open permit land is defined 
as land made available to the public 
on an individua! basis whether for a 
fee or not. An example of such land 
would be land owned by paper, 
lumber or utility companies made 
available for public hunting through 
the issuance of free or fee permits. 

Hunters are encouraged to be 
aware of these new regulations and 


comply with them for two basic 
reasons. First, Hunter Orange offers 


added safety for a successful hunt 
and, secondly, ethical hunters 
abiding by the rules derive greater 
fulfillment from the sport of hunting 
by making it safe for all who 
participate.

Be Careful In Treestands 


By: James Thornhill 

The use of treestands for deer 
hunting has increased tremendously 
in Alabama during the past five 
years. With this boom in treestand 
usage has also come a higher ratio of 
accidential falls from  treestands. 
These accidents have resulted in 
numerous broken bones, sprains, 
torn ligaments, and in a few cases 
severe permanent injury. 

Statistics taken from accident 
reports filed with the Game and Fish 
Division indicate that treestands 
were responsible for more than 11 
percent of all reported hunting 
accidents during the 1984-85 hunting 
season. None were fatal, but several 
hunters were seriously injured.

5. Be certain your gun 1s 
unloaded before pulling it up or 
letting it down from your treestand. 

6. Always use a safety belt when 
hunting from a treestand. 

7. Excessive movement of your 
stand may cause you to lose your 
balance, so make sure the stand will 
not move unexpectedly. 

8. On a self-climbing treestand, 
do not place your weight close to the 
tree. 

9, Clear away obstructing tree 
branches, especially before trying to 
shoot a bow and arrow from a 
treestand.
